RECOVERED FROM WEED PATCH. 
Mail Pouch Stolen in Kansas City 
Found By Switchman. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 26.—The re 
gistered mail pouch which contained 
$50,000 in money and $100,000 worth of 
diamonds and jewellery stolen from a 
mail car at the Union station here on 
the night of June 6, was found yes- 
terday by a switching crew in the 
yard of the Rock Island railway, in 
Kansas City, Kan, The pouch still 
contained a nuinber of valuable arti 
cles of jewellery, but empty envelopes 
which had containea the $50,000 in 
curreney showed that the thief had 
made good on the smaller part of his 
haul, 

The theft of the mail pouch was 
highly inysterious. The pouci Was 
consigned from Los Angeles te New 
York City, and contained, in addition 
{o the diamonds and jewellery, $50,000 
sent to a New York bank. Receipts 
were shown for it all the way from 
Los Angeles to Kansas City, where the 
pouch was lost sight of. Government 
agents from Washington were fiurried 
here and one of the most extensive 
searches ever made by the department 
has been conducted, e 

The case of the stolen pouch was 
made still more notable by the fact 
that the thief slipped through = the 
hands of the Kansus City police force, 
Karly on the morning of June 7 de- 
tectives arrested a negro loitering in 
Union avenue near the Union de- 
pot. He was taken to the police sta- 
tion and booked dor investigation. The 
desk sergeant, avhen searching tiie 
negro, took $10,000 worth of jewellery 
from his poekec and $500 to $600 in 
currency. Shortly after he was lock- 
ed up the negro sent for an influential 
attorney of Kansas City and told him 
that he would give $200 if be was 
freed in the police court in the morn- 
ing. The attorney had the charge 
changed from “investigation” to ‘va- 
graney,” and the next day the negro 
was released and ordered to leave 
town, 

Two days later the federal author- 
ities issued photographs of a negro 
known as Charles Stephenson and un- 
der various aliases, ‘Phe picture prov- 
ed to be an exact likeness of the 
negro, 

Post office officials refuse to divulge 
the value of the jewellery recovered, 

The pouch was found in a patch of 
weeds near where from ten to twenty 
switeh engines pass every day, Ra'l- 
road men tonight say that for several 
days crews have spoken of that 
white patch of something, and it bo- 
come rather a joke, Yesterday, while 
his train was paseing, Win, J. Louth, 
a switchman, jumped off and investi- 
gated. The envelopes cut, apparently 
by a knife, in a neat way, lay in a 
stack by themselves. The pouch was 
some feet distant, and when Louth 
begun to rummage he extracted a 
nuinber of packages unopened and un- 
touched, It was apparent that the 
negro was unaware of the value of 
the stuff he overlooked, The unopen- 


od packages were immediately handed!
